Echo Fishing By Exporlment 


‘Five fishermen from England's 
most south westerly county of 
Cornwall went recently to Scotland 
to take part In an experiment.

Bombay, Feb. 7—The fabu- 
lously rich Nizam of Hyderabad 
said on Monday that ‘he has 
turned his vast Innd holdings |, 
over to the state in return for a 
pay increase estimated at well 
over $3,000,000 a year. 


Conquered Hyderabad'’s — mititary 
Covernor said the ruler has handed 
over 7,000 square miles of land for 
administration by the evil Govern- 
ment In a big ‘new land reform. 
In return, the Nizam sald, his Privy 
Purse, amounting {to more {han 
- 40,000,000 —rupecs._a_yenr, _ wil he 
increased. 

Neither the Nizam, 
General J. N. Chowdbury, the Mili- 
tary Governor, revealed the extent 
of the In ise In the Privy Purse, 
but it is rellably reported to be about 
100,000.000 rupees. 

FEUDALISM TO GO 

In addition to this, the Nizam 
ets nbout 25,000,000 rupees A year 
from his surrendered lands. This ts 
expected to be increased by 5,000,000 
rupees, General Chowdbury told 
newsmen. 

The Governor sald the new land 
reform plan also Ss being circulated 
nmong other feudal Jandlords, who 
with the Nizam have held some 42 
percent of the arable land In the 
state. : 

The land reform scheme Is ex 
pected to improve living condition 
and deal a blow to Commnnist acti- 
vities there. The land reform 
scheme aims eventually to abolish 
feudalism in Hyderabad. 

Indian troops invaded the princely 
state of Hydernbad last September 
13, The Moslem Nizam, who ruled 
17,000,000 people, surrendered within 
a week. About four-fifths of his 
people arc Hindus.—Associated Press,
